How well is our high school protected against 
fires and other sudden disasters? 


When the traffic squad was first started, it made 
an attempt to do something on this question, but evi- 
dently the attempt failed. A recent article in the 
“Reader's Digest" brought the matter of fire drills to 
our attention. It mentioned that most schools are ex- 
tremely lax in this respect and, regarding the number 
and planning of fire drills during the winter, it would 
seem that M. H. S. falls into that category.
